treat. It was successful largely because the Communists outnum­ 
bered the Americans and Red armor and artillery were superior 
to anything opposed to them. These sketches illustrate the three 
phases of the Communists' tank-spearheaded attack. 
First the

Reds bring up anyw here from IO to 30 tanks under cover of 
darkness.

May Lead To Cancer

P A R IS ,— (ZP)— Childhood’s colds 
and chickenpox may 
plant 
the 
seeds for 
maturity’s 
cancer, 
a 
foremost expert on viruses report­ 
ed today. 
Dr. Francisco Duran-Reynals of 
Yale told the Fifth International 
Cancer Research congress that the 
viruses causing such mild diseases 
may lie dormant in the body for 
years. Then, he said, 
something 
may happen which causes them 
to blaze up into an entirely new 
and different activity— cancer. 
He said the same 
effect 
may 
come from influenza, polio 
and 
other viruses. 
Just plain aging, and changes 
of body tissue as you grow old, 
might be the thing that lets the 
sleeping virus change and start a 
cancer, Dr. Duran-Reynals 
said.

One of the world’s foremost ex­ 
perts on viruses, Dr. Duran-Rey­ 
nals developed his theory through 
experiments on very young chick­ 
ens. 
Painting them with the power­ 
ful cancer-causing chemical 
me- 
thycholanthrene, he produced tiny 
yellowish sores that proved to be 
fowl pox, a disease caused by a 
virus similar to 
the

chickenpox or smallpox 
in 
hu­ 
mans. 
Extracts 
of

yellowing 
bumps, injected into other chick­ 
ens, gave them fowl pox. 
The painted chickens got worse 
skin trouble as they grew older.

Extracts from the cancers caused 
fowl pox— but not cancer— in oth­ 
er chickens. 
The pox virus, Dr. 
Duran-Rey­ 
nals concluded, almost 
certainly 
caused the cancers in the painted 
chickens. The chemicals had turn­ 
ed the chickens’ 
skin 
into 
the 
right kind of garden soil for the 
virus seeds to become altered and 
to induce cancer. When he stop­ 
ped painting the chickens’ 
skin, 
the cancer disappeared. 
Viruses can cause some kinds of 
cancer— including 
one infectious 
type— in chickens, he 
continued, 
and viruses can change or mutate 
under various conditions. If can­ 
cer viruses, perhaps, can change 
into milder forms, why cannot or­ 
dinary viruses change into cancer- 
causing 
agents? Dr. Duran-Rey­ 
nals asked. 
There may be no single cancer 
virus, he added. New experiments 
w ill seek to learn how many vi­ 
ruses might be able to change and 
start the cancer process. 
If viruses do cause human can­ 
cers, then ways may be found to 
protect humans against each type 
of altered virus and 
to 
prevent 
cancer, he said.

Naturalist Teaches Woods 
Lore To Day Camp Scouts 


Fresh green beans from M ichi­ 
gan fields and gardens are 
now

M ary Bedw ell, agricultural ec­ 
onomies department toed special­ 
ist at M ichigan State College, ex­ 
plains 
that

either green snap, yellow wax, or 
lim a beans. W e are usually in er­ 
ror when 
we 
refer 
to 
“ string 
beans.” Development of our pie- 
sent stringless beans make string 
beans almost a thing of the past. 
Here are some of Miss Bo d w ell’s 
point cis for selecting green beans 
in the store: I B u y by the pound 
if possible. Those packed in quart 
containers may vary in weight, 2 
High quality green snap or wax 
beans should have smooth pods, be 
bright in color, spotless, and crisp 
enough to snap when broken. U n i­ 
form size w ill insure even cook­ 
ing. 3 Hook for dark green 
lima 
beans. Shelled limas should be a 
light green, w ith tender skin, and 
free from mold. 4. One pound of 
snap beans w ill 
give 
3'^ 
cups 
when cut, and serve about 4 peo­ 
ple. One pound of unshelled limas 
w ill shell out about a cup, and a 
pound shelled w ill measure nearly 
three cups. 
Im portant things to remember 
in handling anet cooking tile beans 
rue: Keep them in the refrigera­ 
tor, unwashed, until you are ready 
to use them. M oisture from wash­ 
ing encourages mold. 
To retain 
vitam ins, cook beans only 5 to 15 
minutes, depending on size, in a 
small amount of water.
